Perhaps Mr. Carter has concluded that 
word trade may now be more important to 
U.S. prosperity than the Treasury's more 
traditional concerns. If that is the case, he 
deserves to be congratulated on his percep- 
tion. The U.S. domestic economy is running 
under very different rules than it did elght 
years ago, when the Democrats were last in 
the White House.

There is a certain symbolism to the coin- 
ecidence that Mr. Carter should be putting 
his Cabinet together at the moment at which 
OPEC gathers to discuss oll prices again.

Stalemate 


After talks with Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Crosland in London last week, Secretary of 
State Kissinger said he believed “a possibil- 
ity of progress” existed in the stalemated 
Geneva negotiation on Rhodesia. Tuesday, 
in announcing adjournment of the Geneva 
conference until mid-January, Crosland said, 
“We have, in my view, a good chance of 
achieving a peaceful settlement in Rhodesia.” 

It would be fascinating to know why Cros- 
land sees ἃ good chance for a peaceful solu- 
tion or why Kissinger sees a possibility even 
for progress, On the face of it, Ian Smith, 
the head of Rhodesia’s white minority gov- 
ernment. seemed more realistic when he as- 
serted that in over six weeks of discussion 
the Geneva conference has made “no prog- 
Tess whatsoever.” 

Representatives of Rhodesia's 6 million 
blacks remain as implacably opposed to an 
interim government In which whites που 
control the Ministries of Defense and Law 
and Order as they were when Smith first an- 
nounced this provision in September as part 
of what he calls the “Kissinger plan.” Smith 
in turn has rejected as “ghastly” a substi- 
tute proposal that Britain provide these key 
ministers for the biracial interim regime 
that would guide Rhodesia to legal inde- 
pendence under majority rule.

Mr. Adams was able to get budgets through 
the House because he has an ability to locate 
his party's center of gravity and perceive 
which way it ts moving. He comes from a 
thinly popu:ated corner of the country, 
whose representatives at the Capitol gener- 
ally learn to acquire influence by stitching 
together wide alliances of dissimilar regions 
and people, This aptitude 18 likely to serve 
him and the Carter administration well in 
matters not necessarily limited to Amtrak 
and airbags.

If these first four choices can be said to 
respond to the concerns of any specific 
group, perhaps it is, curiously, the business- 
men. There's 2 substantial logic to it. Mr. 
Carter wishes to reassure them. He under- 
stands that if they come to see him as an 
enemy. they are capab‘e of doing things that 
will make both the inflation and unem- 
ployment much worse. There is the example 
of the attempted increase fn steel prices 
this month; it was apparently a panicky 
response to the rumors of price controls. It 
will not be helpful to the country, or any 
of its citizens, if businesses react to the 
inauguration like cows to a thunderstorm, 
running about in a fright and curdling the 
milk. Mr. Carter is demonstrating that he 
is ready to be reasonable. 

But. of course, there are also other con- 
cerns and anxieties to be met. Not only 
women and blacks and other minorities but 
also the labor movement end other working 
people expect one degree or another of 
representation in the Cabinet. Four jobs are 
filled: 16 of equal rank remain open, as well 
as scores of lesser but significant policy- 
making posts. Mr. Carter has shown us one 
slice of his Cabinet. While it makes no sense 
to judge the final product on the basis of 
that portion now visible, it would be helpful 
to him and reassuring to the rest of us if 
he cou'd find a way to demonstrate quickly 
how broadly representative that final prod- 
uct is actually going to be.

Carter’s Reported Choice as Envoy 


Andrew Young: Georgia ‘Gadfly’ for UN Post 


By Peter Grose 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Dec. 
15 (NYT).—Rep. Andrew Young, 
D-Ga.. reportediy in line to be 
the next U.S. representative st 
the United Nations, calls himself 
a “gadiv” in foreign affaics who 
is terrified of being taken ss- 
rioualy. 

Yet with a seriousness that 
belied his statement. he singled 
out southern Africa as the place 
where the Qnited State. could 
reestablish its eredibility on the 
world scene. 

“Once we get on the right side 
cf the moral issues in this world, 
then we can have an orderly ap- 
proach to the problems of the 
Middle Bast and a genuine dia- 
Icgue on the Internationa! ero- 
nomic order,” he said. “Up to 
now. we've come down on the 
Wrong side of too many issues." 

Mr. Young, #4, who is black. 
wns an aide of the Rev. Dr. 
Martin Luther King jr. and is 
now a confidant of Jimmy Carter. 
He spoke about the country’s 
diplomatic challenges at a lun- 
cheon meeting of the Foreign 
Policy Association. Then he went 
off to meet the secretary of 
state-designate, Cyrus Vance. at 
his New York law office. 

Soviet Threat Minimized 

Just back from a trip through 
Southern Africa, Mr. Young mini- 
mized the dangers of Soviet in- 
fluence in African societies. The 
Russians, he said, “are more be- 
wildered, more confused by the 
problems of racial confronta- 
tions than Americans are—they 
haven't had our experience of 
confrontations between peoples 
of different ethnic background.” 

“Purthermore.” he continued, 
“the Soviet need for the natural 
resources of Africa is not great, 
while ours is serious.” 

Granting that Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger had mov- 


ed part of the way toward ἢ 
pesitive African policy. Rep. 
Yeung said nevertheless that 
Mr. Kissinger bad not “put all 
the pieces together.” 

The preset administration 
seemed to be preaceupled with 
the economic weight of South 
Africa, he said, “without recng- 
nizing ct the same time the eco- 
nomic Weight cf Nigeria—which 
1, new a larser trading partner 
Ci ours than Ssuth Africa.” 

“We have unwittingly support- 
τὰ the yorst leadership eroups,” 
he said. “and as a consequence 
we hav? become purtr to a vast 
neiwork of oppression.

᾿ WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (Reu- 
ters).—The Commerce Depart- 
ment said today that revisions 
now show that the index of lead- 
ing indicators rose by 0.2 per 
cent in October. Earlier this 
month, the index was reported 
unchanged after two months of 
steep declines. 

The index has also been revis- 
ed for August and September to 
Show declines of 0.4 per cent and 
0.6 per cent, respectively, rather 
than the originally reported falls 
of 0.8 and 0.9 per cent for the 
two months. 

The index of leading indicators 
has been used as a rough guide 
to the future course of the econ- 
omy, and three consecutive move- 
ments have been used as “a rule 
of thumb" in determining the 
likely level of economic activity. 

The twe steep declines in Aug- 
ust and September and the un- 
changed performance in October, 
BS originally reported, caused 
some apprehension among econ- 
cmists that the economy was 
heading for further slippage in 
the early months of 1977. 


Upturn Possible 

However, the revisions would 
tend to indicate that the slow- 
down of economic activity which 
became evident in late spring has 
now bottomed, and that slight 
advances may be made in com- 
ing months, some economists 
said 

The Commerce Department 
said the revamping of the index
